AIA approval for ads asked again in michigan 


At AIA's Seattle convention in june 
the resolutions committee headed by 
Paul Gerhardt of Chicago was crit- 
icized for pigeonholing several pro- 
posals, one of them a Michigan rec- 
ommendation to ease the institute's 
prohibition against paid advertising 


Last month ai its annual conference 
in Detroit, the persevering AIA 
Great Lakes regional council blue- 
printed another attempt to modern- 
ize this institute rule. It adopted a 
resolution to go to the AIA board 
of directors urging approval for 
limited advertising under the fol- 
lowing substitute rule: 


One may enter into paid advertis- 
ing in a publication issued on be- 
half of the owner of a project on 
which he was architect, provided 
that copy is devoted entirely to pro- 
motion of the interests of the profes- 


n as a whole, is of such a nature 


ficial services architects can render 
to society, and that no mention is 
made of the individual architect or 
firm, except for the signature." 


For background the resolution stat- 
ed that a similar proposal "was 
dealt with rather summarily at the 
Houston convention (1949) despite 
the fact that opinion, to say the least, 
was divided." It also declared "the 
institute should take a more realis- 
tic view of this phase of advertising, 
as it has done with respect to ad- 
vertising in publications sponsored 
by it and its components. 


In many instances, said the resolu- 
tion, the present rule creates a con- 
dition that "tends to give the im- 
pression the institute is not realistic, 
progressive or businesslike." Exam- 
ple: an architect designed a news- 
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tect had to reply that he was forbid- 
den to do so. The resolution said 
the limitation of publications "by or 
for the owner" should still protect 
the architect "against solicitation 
from other publications of a pure- 
ly commercial nature.’

Is advertising something cheap and 
vulgar that should be avoided by 
all professional people? Codes of 
ethics of many professions practi- 
cally say that it is 


Members are forbidden to advertise 
themselves. And some codes go be- 
yond that and forbid members' as- 
sociation with advertising of any 
type, including recommendations of 
products or services in advertising 
by others 


One code—that of the American In- 
stitute of Architects—also frowns on 
advertising that pays tribute to in- 
dividual members, even though the 
advertising contains no endorsement 
or recommendation of the advertiser 
or his products. 


This point was brought out in our 
October 16 issue in an article tel- 
ling how Adams Engineering Co., 
maker of jalousie windows, is salut- 
ing architects in the Miami area, in- 
cluding members and non-members 
of the AIA. With the article we pub- 
lished a statement by Clair W 
Ditchy, president of the AIA, which 
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appeared in the association's Journ- 
al for October and stated the group's 
position on advertising of any kind 
involving members as something in 
bad taste, undignified, unethical and 
in violation of good practice. 


With this we heartily disagree. As 
one of our readers points out, the 
fraternity of architects when brand- 
ing advertising as cheap exploita- 
tion forgets that it is advertising 
that has created the demand for 
modern devices that lead to better 
living. If it were not for jalousies, 
sliding glass walls, radiant heating 
and hundreds of other modern con- 
veniences, anyone could build a 
home with the help of a common 
carpenter and without the services 
of an architect 


We think it's time that professional 
codes of ethics that frown on ad- 
vertising should be scrapped or at 
least revised and brought up to 
date to acknowledge the important 
part advertising plays in our modern 
society and the part it can play in 
enhancing the prestige of a profes- 
sion and its contributions to our eco- 
nomy

H. Ripley Schemm 


Honored by U. of M. 


Mr. H. Ripley Schemm, Vice-President in- 
charge of Operation of the Huron Portland 
Cement Company, was cited by the Uni- 
versity oí Michigan during their centennial 
celebration, as "being responsible for im- 


proved manufacturing methods used in 
the cement industry." 
Born 1902 in Saginaw, Michigan, Mr. 


Schemm graduated from the College of 
Civil Engineering at the University of Mich- 
igan in 1925. 


He began his career with the Huron Port- 
land Cement Company as Assistant Su- 
perintendent of Plants and Vessels in 1925 
Mr. Schemm is a registered inventor of sev- 
eral new and revolutionary devices for 
handling and conveying finely divided 
materials, among which are the air-feeder 
and the air-slide. 


Airfeeders and airslides are the result of 
experiment in an endeavor to take advan- 
tage of the long known property of fluidi- 
zation in an attempt to attain regulation 
of feed of materials throughout the plant 
flow. The airfeeder consists essentially 
of an irregular duct through which mater- 
ial moves under one battle and then over 
another baífle to reach the outlet, When 
aerated, the material will flow through 
the airfeeder, and when aeration is stop- 
ped, the obstruction to flow will halt the 
movement of material almost instantly 


The fact that material hes воде movement 
horizontally through an airfeeder led to 
further experiments which later resulted 
in development and períection of the air 
slide—the development of a continuous 
porous fabric through which low-pressure 
air could be introduced uniformly over the 
entire length of a conveyor to permeate 
the material resting on the porous fabric

Since then Cooper h gone to Europe 
as winner of the Paris Prize, offered by the 
Beaux Arts Institute of Design 


Cooper, who took for his thesis "A Com- 
prehensive Study of Industrial Architec- 
ture," accompanied his report with color 
slides and an exhibition of graphs, charts 
and other drawings. The scholar's studies 
were to determine the relation of industrial 
plants to their communities, what each 
can do Юг the other, and the influence 
environment has on the individual work- 
er. 


Among other considerations, the report 
presents evidence to support the tendency 
of industry to decentralize, and it states: 


"Our industrial building design firms are 
currently doing a proficient job of applying 
the most advanced techniques of lighting, 
ventilation, sanitation and safety in a 
highly conscious manner. The result is the 
industrial plant which is nearly perfect as 
a machine for housing machines. But as 
environment for the social and creative 
phases of work it is a meagre example in- 
deed. Prototyping leads to formulization, 
and technics has brought about the mod- 
ern factory type. When the process of 
building design itself has been stifled, and 
bared of positive expression, no wonder 
ihe resultant spaces are devoid of any 
quality that will evoke a positive response 
from both worker and manager. And is 
this positive response not what manage- 
nent is currently paying millions to re- 
store, through ‘human engineering’ pro- 
grams?” 


Environmental influence does not stop at 
the factory gaies, but extends into the 
community and n into the region, the 
report states, as it continues 


"In proposing a 
tectural activity 
pline of a total environment of man, land 
and community as the most fundamental 
of all building blocks lor our use. À know- 
ledge of each of these phases and an un 
derstanding of how they may be used and 
integrated is probably the most impor- 
tant and beneficial aid we can have. Аз 
a result, it may be possible for us to build 
factories and communities in а manner 
that will breed well-adjusted, strong indi- 
vidual citizens.” 


In dealing with the question of size of 
plants, the report points out that indus- 
trialists can harness as many machines 
together as desired and have them run 
efficiently, but it adds: 


Getting humans to pull together in the 
same robot-like manner is another prob- 
lem. Operational theorists expound our 
ability to make any size group operate 
efficiently, but plant managers have been 
trying for years to get 200- 300-man plants 
es they can comprehend and control 


Beyond that 


point a multitude of human engineering 
and employee-relations programs become 
ne sary to replace that which occurred 
spontaneously below the 100 mark. We 
have the technical facility to make plants 
any size. Why not put this ability to 
work? Today the bulk of our production 
comes from plants over the 1000 mark.” 


Touching upon t nological advances 
the report states that lighting, heating. 
ventilating, color, noise-conirol and the 


e have undergone much scientific analy- 
sis in the past few decades, and it adds 
regarding safety 


Excellent standards for the promotion of 
industrial safety are available, but with 
every precaution short of constant surveil- 
ance being taken, we have not reduced 
our industrial fatalities in the past six 
years. What is responsible for this? Nine 
chances out of ten it is the same old prob- 
lem—men are not stimulated to think 
The plant is just too overscaled. Lethargy 
prevails against survival. The 300-man 
plant can be made safer, in the final analy- 
sis, than the larger plants we have 10- 
day." 


In dealing with the question of clausiro- 
phobia, the report states that by far the 
most important psychological effects of 
the animate environment on the worker 
is the problem of isolation. First there is 
the morning rush to work over congested 
highways. Then from a sea of parked cars 
ihe worker progresses daily into a hall of 
time cards and lockers, finally to arrive 
in the production area, which is either 
closed entirely from the outside world, 
or screened with frosted glass, transmit- 
ting light but not vision. While it is neces- 
sary to guard against distractions from 
the outside in the interest of safety, there 
is no scientific way of duplicating the 
quality of natural light, or restraining the 
human desire to retain contact with the 
outside world. The unrest resulting from 
such isolation may actually be a greater 
hazard than distraction. Thankfully, posi- 
tive architectural steps can be taken to 
alleviate this problem 


“And finally, when the typical trade pub- 
lication deals with better environment for 
the individual, it does so in terms of mod- 
ern locker rooms, cafeterias, recreation 
rooms, playfields, movies and the like 
Business’ job is production, and when 
management ices ihe cake with unpro- 
ductive facilities, no wonder labor is skep- 
Present-day architects are not the 
least in the promotion of this concept 
Give the individual a well-scaled plant 
environment, designedto fill his work 
needs and he will take care of his enter- 
tainment and recreation, along with his 
family's, very naturally and effectively. 
This approach offers the mosi positive 
method of relating the individual to his 
industrial environment. As such it is the 
architect's opportunity to give this concep- 
tion physical implementation." 


The report concludes that the essential dit- 
ference between the pattern of the future 
and ihe one we know today is in the dif- 
ference of centralization, and it foresees 
no need for centralization in the future, as 
material and energy resources will be 
collected and processed in geographically 
separated areas and centralized only in 
final processing fabri

WHEN DOES THE 
CIVIL ENGINEER 
NEED TEST BORINGS? 


Whenever the engineer intends to stress 
the soil, he should have some idea of the 
consequences of his action. The soil can 
be stressed either by loading with some 
superstructure, or by excavating part of 
the support of the adjacent soil mass. The 
effect of this change in the stress condi- 
tion of the soil depends upon the physical 
and elastic properties of the soil. De- 
pending upon the nature of the proposed 
structure. In general, it is probably safe 
to say that any framed structure of suf- 
ficient importance to require stress analy- 
sis of its members is also important 
enough to demand an investigation of 
the subsoil to which all dead and live 
loads are ultimately carried.
